It cost the province $39,761 
to mark 37,592 examination pap- 
ers for Grade 12, and Grade

King 28 Years

Prime Minister Attlee produces a stern 
and demanding formula for the staving off 
of British bankruptcy. Austerity to the 
utmost degree will go into effect in the 
United Kingdom. Imports of food must be 
decreased. Other imports are to be restrict- 


ed. And the meals of the Britisher will | 


be cut to the minimum. 

The feature of Mr. Attlee’s program, 
however, is his determination that Britain 
must stand on her own feet without fur- 
ther loans from the United States.

dollars, the currencies, under the loan terms, 
not being hitherto convertible. 

It is desirable, of course, and ultimate- 
ly essential that the economy of any nation 
should be self-sufficient. But many will 


think that Mr. Attlee is asking too rigor- | 


ous sacrifices from the British people and 
that Mr. Churchill was eminently right in 


saying that there is no shame or humiliation | 


in asking further financial aid .from 
frendly ally, particularly since the prema- 
ture evaporation of the former loan was 
the result of price increases in the exports 
of that ally. 

It does seem to be reasonable to expect 
that when the United States deems it es- 
sential and profitable to spend billions to 
help save Britain from the Nazis, it would 
also be good business, to spend substantial 
sums to save Britain from starvation. 

Mr. Attlee, however, seems firm in his 
idea of saving Britain by policy rather than 
by hard cash. Perhaps he feels that his 
socialistic principles would lose prestige if 
he poured too much borrowed money into 
them. 

But if the prime minister hopes to save | 
Britain with principles, he said surprisingly 
little about them in his speech to the Com- 
mons. Indeed, it is amazing how strongly | 
he dwelt upon the need for a reduction of 
consumption and how lightly he touched 
upon the need for an increase of production. 

That production is the only source of 
wealth is the first axiom of economics. 
Everything else being equal, it is the first 
step in the salvation of Britain. 

One would think that the Labor govern- 
ment, supported, and indeed created, by the 
trades unions, would be in the most favor- 
able position to increase production. 

Yet it is in this particular that Mr. 
Attlee’s government has most singularly | 
failed.

Test of the UN 


| The reluctant and evasive compliance of 
Holland and the Indonesian Republicans with 
| the order by the United Nations Security 
| Council for cessation of the hostilities in 
| the Dutch East Indies is a vaguely hopeful 
| indication of the virility and effectiveness 
| of the United Nations machinery for peace. 
Everybody realizes that this order is the 
supreme test of United Nations authority. It 
is the first order issued by the Security 
| Council. If it is not enforced to the satis- 
| faction of everybody it might very well be the 
| last. 

It will be recalled that the defunct 
League of Nations had similar machinery 
for enforcing peace. But the League of Nat- 
| ions died because no one was willing to take 
| the risk, or the trouble, or the responsibility 

for setting that machinery to work. The 
League passed out of existence when the 
member nations declined to enforce economic 
| sanctions against the Italians rampant in 
"thiopia. 

The United Nations organization is sub- 
ject to the same form of death. It only has 
to be shown once to be ineffective to go the 
Same way as the League. ‘ 

The initial compliance of the warring 
factions in Indonesia is hopeful. But the 
Security Council must do mofe than merely 
step in and stop the fight. It must offer 
some solution to the difficulties involved in 
the fight. It must offer a reasonable sub- 
stitute for trial by arms. 

Once that is accomplished the world can 
begin to believe that it is on the fringe of the 
edge of a hope of lasting peace.

should happen thereafter. 

The differences separating the 
Jewish agency and its international 
supporters from the terrorists and 
their international supporters are 
differences regarding method, not 
aim. Each group uses its own tac- 
tics to achieve an identical goal: 
the creation of an independent 
Jewish state in Palestine. That is 
why the anti-terrorist agency can- 
not effectively co-operate with 
Britain to end the terror. The end 
it wishes is what the terrorists 
wish, as Rabbi Abba Silver's rec- 
ent statement makes clear. The 
agency deplores acts of violence 
against British soldiers, but the 
“crimes” for which the two young 
British hostages were recently con- 
demned, garroted, and booby-trap- 
ped by terrorists are charged ag- 
ainst the British government by all 
Zionists 


FROM THE ARABS’ viewpoint, 
the issue is not terrorism versus 
more civilized methods. The issue is 
the Jewish state, which they op- 
pose. They deny the legality of the 
British mandate, interpreting it 
as a colonizing project of Euro- 
pean and American inception and 
non-Arabian complexion and inter- 
est for western imperialist inter- 
ests. They see in the Jewish de- 
mand for increased immigration 
and Jewish control of it, a means 
toward the political objective of 
founding such a foreign political 
sovereignty in pan-Arabia. 

On those theses, the issue can- 
not be settled by partition, giving 


|the Jews a sovereign state, gov- 
erning immigration and maintain- 
ing an army. The Arabs argue that 
the known Zionist aim is all Pales- 
tine and Transjordania, and such 
a state would not—in any likelihood 
—remain static. 

A hbinational state is the pref- 
erence, not only of the British but 
of the Russians and Arabs. But it 
would not be accepted by any Zion- 
ist groups except the Communists, 
for it means total defeat for the 
Jewish political-state idea. 

The U.N. commission is, there- 
fore, confronted with the problem 
of making recommendations which 
if carried out—in any case-—will 
be a radical defeat for one side or 
the other, and which will take force 
to establish and maintain 

If a binational state is establish- 
ed, the Jewish underground will 
use terror to render it as impos- 
sible for it to govern as it has made 
the British incapable of governing 
—and the underground will widen, 
not contract. 

If Palestine be partitioned and 
free Jewish immigration to it op- 
ened, Jewish Palestine will have 
to be an armed camp on the de- 
fensive against pan-Arabia_ sup- 
ported by a U. N., in which the 
Moslem world is represented and 
which will make moral claim to 
the veto right exercised by the 
great powers. 

Thus, whichever way the Pales- 
tine problem is “settled,” it can- 
not bring real or lasting peace.

Editor, Bulietin: About nine out 
of every ten adults seem to have 
formed the opinion that war with 
Russia is likely or perhaps even 
| inevitable. Purchasing an umbrella 
when the skies are cloudy does 
not bring on a rain, Canada is but 
a few miles from Russia and there- 
fore might be a_ battleground 
Everyone wishes that nothing of the 
kind shall happen, but wishing is 
not enough. If the approaching 
| Dominion election should produce 
|a government with numerically 
weak support compelled to depend 
upon strong antagonistic groups 
the fighting power of the govern- 
ment might not be able to make a 
strong defence in case of war. A 
| union government seems to be the 
| most efficient solution. 
| In the first Great European War, 
the Borden government was not 
enthusiastic about a union govern- 
ment, but a large deputation of 
persons from different parts of 
Canada attended at Ottawa and 
urged the formation of a union 
| government, Perhaps it could not 
| be expected that Mr. King would 
approve of a union government 
| prior to the next election unless a 
| similar deputation or other mani- 
| festation in favor of a union govern. 
|ment took place. It could do no 
| harm to have a union government 
| but it could do a great deal of 
|Rood in preparing a defence of 
| Canada and in fighting a war. It

‘A-Bomb Production Kept Secret

| of the atomic bomb, but few 
| know the secret of producing 
jit, according to Sir Alwyn 
Crow, director of British gov- 
ernment technical services in 
Washington, D.C., who was in 
Edmonton Thursday morn- 
ing. 

ACCOMPANIED by General Sir 
William Morgan, KCB, DSO, MC, 
}commander of British Army staff | 
}in Washington, and staff officer 
| Lt. Col. M. Forrester, he is on a 
|“busman's” holiday, to learn some- 
| thing about conditions in Canada 
All three left for Ottawa this morn. 
ing 

Asked about the atomic bomb, 
Sir Alwyn stated, “we have the 
| bomb, but it may never be used.” 
He said it may be the same as the 
| deadly gas employed during the 
| First World War, 

: He added that the atomic bomb 
is a “two edged weapon,” and if 
used it would be bad for both sides 

Commenting on army matters 
| General Morgan stated that in any 

future conflict, there will always | 
| be a place for the man on the | 
ground. 

“This will apply to the navy, even 

more, especially in countries, which | 
depend on the sea for livelihood,” | 
| he added. 
As to another war, he replied 
|that in the present state of the | 
| world, “we should be able to settle 
our differences without fighting, 

ASKED IF COUNTRIES should 
employ compulsory military train 
| ing, he replied that England had 

no option. “We have certain com- 


mitments in Germany Ttaly 
Greece and Palestine to fulfill,” 
he said, 

General Morgan took over his 
present duties last April. During 
the Second World W ar, he finish- 
ed up as commander in Italy 


succeeding Viscount 
| September 1945 

Speaking highly of Canadian 
fighting men, he referred to their 
fine records in both wars 

During their visit, the party tour- 
ed the experimental station at Suf- 
field, in Southern Alberta, and he 
spoke highly of the excellent work 
being done there 

A member of the Churchill staff 
during the first two years of the 
war, Sir Alwyn also was in charge 
of producing rockets, and counter- 
ing the German V-2's 

Asked about his opinion of the 
flying saucers, he said that he had 
no idea, “It is most odd,” he said 

Both Sir Alwyn and General 
Morgan, who is on his first visit 
to Canada, were tremendously im- 
pressed with the country, “Canada
